want to know and give expression to 
both sides of any important public 
question. That has been one of the 
traditions of the free press in Amer- 
ica. You want to be informed so that 
you can uphold the policy you decide 
is best for your community and coun- 
try, and so you can keep the public 
correctly informed. 


My purpose in writing you is to 


give you some facts on two things: 
first, the part that the low-income 
farm families must play in the war 
food production program, and, second, 
what the Farm Security Administra- 
tion is doing to help those farm fam- 
ilies. These facts will, I believe, be of 
interest to you. 


There arc 6,096,000 farmers in the 


nation, according to the 1940 census 
report. In 1939, approximately 48 per 
cent of the farmers received less than 
5600 in gross earned income. Today, 
the Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that there are still 2,000,000 
low-income farm families. 
As you 


well know, these families have not 
been producing a surplus of food. 
The majority of these families could 
not because they didn't have what it 
takes in tools and financing. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture estimates show that the 
large farmers are almost up to maxi- 
mum production and that further in- 
creases may bring about a shortage of 
farm labor. Already estimates reveal 
that there will be a farm labor short- 
age this year with attendant wage in- 
creases. Realizing that this condition 
exists, President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard have 
placed the responsibility for producing 
o large part of this heeded food in- 
crerase on the small," lowM'ncome farm- 
ers because these farm families have 
the labor. 


Our experience with 
low-income 


.farm families indicates that these fam- 
ilies can do the work, provided they 
have help. Most of them do not have 
enough of the basic production mater- 
ials or equipment or work stock, and 
many need more land. They don't 
have money to buy seed and fer- 
tilizer, and many of them need ad- 
vice and year-round assistance in bet- 
ter farming methods. Yet, with the 
required guidance and credit, this 
army of small farmers can produce an 
essential part of the nation's increased 
food requirements and at the same 
time improve their own income and 
health. 


Just how much could they produce 


if they had adequate assistance, if they 
could be reached by a war production 
program this year? The Bureau ol 
Agricultural Economics slates 
thai 


they could produce: 


16 per cent of the milk increase 
40 per cent of the eggs 
35 per cent of pork and lard 
12 per cent of the peanuts 
6.4 per cent of the soybeans 
17 per cent of the sugar beets 
46 per cent of the tomatoes for 


canning 


97 per cent of the 1,000,000 ad- 


ditional farm gardens. 


Proof of what the low-income farn 


families can do is seen in the 194] 
report of FSA borrowers in Arkan- 
sas. The average borrower has in- 
creased food poduction from 156 quarts 
per 
family 
before receiving FSA 


guirance to 473 quarts in 1941. Milk 
consumption jumped from an average 
of 257 gallons to 505 gallons last year 
and meat production increased from 
149 pounds to 447 pounds last year, I 
is reasonable to assume that many 
of the 53,931 other low-income families, 
in Arkansas could make a similai 
record if given proper tools and guid- 
ance. These families have a gross in- 
come of less than ?400 a year, including 
food raised for home use. 


Few of these families are now pro- 


ducing for the market or for home 
consumption. Most of them are will- 
ing, but they lack capital or credit 
They must have guidance, and they 
must have more security of tenure 
They represent, as we see it, a gi- 
gantic, potential food production pow- 
er which must be used or become a 
drag on the war effort. They mus 
produce or they will continue to ab- 
sorb some of the food produced by 
other farmers, whici is now needed in 
the prosecution of the war.

one of the highest posts in the French 
army and would reorganize the army 
and general staff in line with the 
new policy of France.

Adolf Hitler forced the 85-year-old 
Chief of State Petain to reinstate Pier- 
re Laval by threatening France with 
mass starvation. 


In Washington informed 
sources 


said it was generally expected recall 
of U. S. Ambassador William D. Leahy 
and high government commentators 
said that complete re-examination of 
American relations with Vichy was 
necessary. 


On the Russian front Soviet dis- 


patches said Red army troops had 
smashed through Germany's first line 
of defense guarding Bryansk, key Nazi 
base only 60 miles from the border of 
While Russia and were now battling 
fiercely in the second lines. 


The Moscow news said heavy Ger- 


man counter attacks cost the invaders 
22,000 killed and many times that 
number wounded since April 1, and 
the Germans lost 466 planes in the 
first 7. days of April against 86 Soviet 
planes missing. 


Heavy fighting continued to range 


on the Leningrad front with Red army 
bulletins reporting t'nat 2,200 German 
killed there within 48 hours.

Canadian War 
on Inflation

OTTAWA, 'Out. — There tiro two 


questions that «\11 for nn answer in 
considering the epochal bnttle thnt 
is being fought in Cnnadn against in- 
flation through the establishment of 
ceilings on prices nntl wages and which 
Involves,, hubsidlzing,, |f 
ncee.ssa>,v. 


virtually the entire economic structure 
of the Dominion. 


The first question is: Considering 


the subsidies thnt must be pnicl to 
mnintaUvthe price ceiling, m\d the ad- 
ministrative expenses, how much has 
it cost to clnto, uncl what is the ulti- 
mate cost likely to be? 


The Canadian Answer is: 
"Wo do not know what it has cost 


to date, or whnt it's ultimate cost 
may be, but whatever the cost is, it 
will be worth it, if we can prevent 
it-petition of the experiences of (he 
last -war when living costs went up 
94 per cent, followed by collapse, un- 
employment and bread lines." 


The next question is: What is the 


•ffect and what is the' reaction of 
labor to having a ceiling put on 
wages? 


The Canadian Answer Is: 
"There is not a single strike or wage 


dispute in Canada. This is a national 
effort without regard to class or cir- 
cumstance. The country, as a whole, 
is trying to save itself from economic 
disaster. A ceiling on wages alone 
would obviously be unfair, and a ceil- 
ing on prices without a similar ceil- 
ing on salaries and wages would be 
impossible to maintain. Thus both 
are put under the ceiling, and labor 
has its quid pro quo as to wages 
through the 
maintenance of price 


levels." 


Labor leaders, naturally, have not 


been enthusiastic about the wage ceil- 
ing. There has, however, been on 
belligerent opposition through threats 
of resistance, and the feeling is that 
the rank and file of labor, whether 
organized or un-organized, find satis- 
faction in the stabilization of rents, 
food, clothing and all other living 
costs. 


No 40-Hour Week in Canada 
There is no forty-hour week in 


Canada. The wook-wcek is from 48 
to 52 hours, varying in localities. (And 
incidentally one of the first things 
everygody in Canada tells uh, from 
the the taxi driver or hotel bellhop, 
to people prominent in the govern- 
ment is—"you can't win the war on a 
fourty-hour week.") Double Lime is 
paid for Sunday work, but it is ap- 
parent that the movement is toward 
a seven-day week on a shift basis 
which would eliminate Sunday over- 
time. 


The closed job is not an issue, so 


as matters stand, whatever hours labor 
was working in any specific industry 
or other business, whatever wages 
were being received and whatever 
overtime arrangements may have ex- 
isted during the "basic period"—Sep- 
tember 15 to October 11—that is what 
prevails now. No change which may 
effect prices can be made without 
the consent of the War Labor and 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 


In department stores, offices, or in 


industry, if a person is advanced to a 
position of added responsibility, and 


bottleneck broken through, and the 
machinery of production and trans- 
port speeded up. Even in the news 
of disaster there are bright spots. The 
toll we take of raidins Japs and Nazis 
proves our defenses in the fighting 
areas are being strengthened. Our 
counter blows gradually become more 
frequent, more daring and more ef- 
fective. 


We aren't on Easy Street yet. Wo 


haven't even turned the corner. But 
we shall turn it the day that, by sweat 
and tears, we reach that point at 
which we can atack enemy-held ter- 
ritory for keeps.

in salary or wages may be paid. But 
a bookkeeper, for instance, cannot 
be given the title of "Treasurer" and 
continue to do jhe same work and 
have a pay raise approved. Even di- 
rectors' fees cannot be changed from 
what they were during the basic per- 
iod, 
so that takes care of the top- 


dogs down to the last hair on a basis 
that is just as strict as that applied 
to the rank and file. 


Ceilings Help Stabilize Labor 
Business wus no keener about the 


ceiling experiment than was labor in 
the beginning, but swung into line 
and co-pporation from all sources is 
said to have exceeded all expectations. 
Business initiative is not curbed be- 
low the ceiling. 


Employes cannot go dashing around 


from one job to another at constantly 
increasing pay for the same type of 
work, because of the ceiling. With the 
workers protected against rising liv- 
ing costs, under their existing pay, the 
labor leaders now can devote them- 
selves to problems having to do with 
working conditions instead of wages. 


The drive toward curtailment of 


non-essential spending is also gaining 
momentum along with the control 
of prices on essentials 
and 
wages. 


Taxes and the sale of bonds haven't 
approached absorbing the new money 
that is being paid out as a result of 
the war effort. 


With industrial booms over Canada, 


similar to those to be found on the 
Pacific Coast and elsewhere in the 
United States, people are beginninv to 
want to go places, buy this and buy 
that and do things. As a result a lim- 
itation on railroad travel for pleasure 
is being considered. In addition to the 
economic re;isons back of this consid- 
eration is the fact Uiat the Canadian 
railroads are busy with the war, and 
must conserve equipment for this 
work. The proposal under considera- 
tion is that pleasure travel be limited 
to 100 miles. 


Canada Shows It Means Business 
"All out," in the opinion of the Ca- 


nadan authorities, is the only way to 
attack the inflation problem us well 
as necessary rationing. The -first pen- 
alty under the sugar hoarding regula- 
tions was just recently imposed in 
Montreal when one Ben Lubin plead- 
ed guilty and was fined $100 for- hav- 
ing sugar "beyond an amount nor- 
mally required for household use." 


When some 85 per cent of the auto- 


mobile tires now in use in Canada are 
worn out, there just won't be any 
more, retreaded or otherwise, as mat- 
ters now stand. Every tire available 
will be placed in use fo wa purposes 
first. Only what's left will be subjest 
to civilian rationing. 


But Canadians take all of the ceiling 


restrictions and control and the -ration- 
ing quietly as part of their war con- 
tribution. When the rationing of gas- 
oline was started the first of April ajid 
the first ration books were issued, a 
great rush of gas buying was antici- 
pated during the final hours of un- 
restricted gas supply. 


Quite the contrary happened. "There 


was no xush at «11. The rationing was 
simply taken in stride.

to date, or what it's ultimate cost 
may be, but whatever the cost is, it 
will be .worth it, if we can prevent 
repetition • of the experiences of 
the 


last war when living costs went up 
94 per cent, followed by collapse, un- 
employment and bread lines." 


The next question is: What is the 


effect and what is the reaction of 
labor to having a ceiling put on 
wages? 


The Canadian' Answer Is: 
"There is not a single strike or wage 


dispute in Canada. This is a national 
effort without regard to class or cir- 
cumstance. The country, us a whole, 
is trying to save itself from economic 
disaster. A ceiling on wages alone 
would obviously be unfair, and a ceil- 
ing on prices without a similar ceil- 
ing on salaries and wages would be 
impossible to maintain. Thus both 
are put under the ceiling, and labor 
has its quid pro quo as to wages 
through the 
maintenance of price 
levels." 


Labor leaders, naturally, have not 


been enthusiastic about the wage ceil- 
ing. There has, however, been on 
belligerent opposition through threats 
of resistance, and the feeling is that 
the rank and file of labor, whether 
organized or un-organized, find satis- 
faction in the stabilization of rents, 
food, clothing and all other living 
costs. 


No 40-Hour "Week in Canada 
There is no forty-hour week in 


Canada. The wook-week is from 48 
to 52 hours, varying in localities. (And 
incidentally one of the first things 
everygody in Canada tells tih, from 
the the taxi driver or hotel bellhop, 
to people prominent in the govern- 
ment is—"you can't win the war on a 
fourty-hour week.") Double time is 
paid for Sunday work, but it is ap- 
parent that the movement is toward 
a seven-day week on a shift basis 
which would eliminate Sunday over- 
time. 


The closed job is not an issue, so 


as matters stand, whatever hours labor 
was working in any specific industry 
or other business, whatever wages 
were "being received and whatever 
overtime arrangements may have ex- 
isted during the "basic period"—Sep- 
tember 15 to October 11—that is what 
prevails now. No change which may 
effect prices can be made without 
the consent of the War Labor and 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 


In department stores, offices, or in 


industry, if a person is advanced to a 
position of added responsibility, and 


bottleneck broken through, and the 
machinery of production and trans- 
port speeded up. Even in the news 
of disaster there are bright spots. The 
toll we take of raiding Japs and Nazis 
proves our defenses in the fighting 
areas are being strengthened. Our 
counter blows gradually become more 
frequent, more daring and more ef- 
fective. 


We aren't on Easy Street yet. We 


haven't even turned the corner. But 
we shall turn it the day that, by sweat; 
and tears, we reach that point at 
which we can atack enemy-held ter- 
ritory for keeps. And the discarding 
of the passive name "Defense Bonds" 
is a real step in the right direction.

in salary or wages may be paid. But 
a bookkeeper, for instance, cannot 
bo given the title of "Treasurer" and 
continue to do pie same work and 
have a pay raise approved. Even di- 
rectors' fees cannot be changed from 
what they were during the basic per- 
iod, so that takes care of the top- 
dogs down to the last hair on a basis 
that is just as strict as that applied 
to the rank and file. 


Ceilings Help Stabilize Labor 
Business was no keener about the 


ceiling experiment than was labor in 
the beginning, but swung into line 
and co-operation from all sources is 
said to have exceeded all expectations. 
Business initiative is not curbed be- 
low the ceiling. 


Employes cannot go dashing around 


from one job to another at constantly 
increasing pay for the same type of 
work, because of the ceiling. With the 
workers protected against rising liv- 
ing costs, under their existing pay, the 
labor leaders now can devote them- 
selves to problems having to do with 
working conditions instead of wages. 


The drive toward curtailment of 


non-essential spending is .also gaining 
momentum along with the control 
of prices on essentials and 
wages. 


Taxes and the sale of bonds haven't 
approached absorbing the new money 
that is being paid out as a result of 
the war effort. 


With industrial booms over Canada, 


similar to those to be found on the 
Pacific Coast and elsewhere in the 
United States, people are beginninv to 
want to go places, buy this and buy 
that and do things. As a result a lim- 
itation on railroad travol for pleasure 
is being considered. In addition to the 
economic reasons :hack of this consid- 
eration is the fact that the Canadian 
railroads are busy with the war, anrl 
must conserve equipment for this 
work. The proposal under considera- 
tion is that pleasure travel be limited 
to 100 miles. 


Canada Shows It Means Business 
"All out," in the opinion of the Ca- 


nadun authorities, is the only way to 
attack the inflation problem us well 
as necessary rationing. The first pen- 
alty under the sugar hoarding regula- 
tions was just recently imposed in 
Montreal when one Ben Lubin plead- 
ed guilty and was fined $100 for- hav- 
ing sugar "beyond an amount nor- 
mally required for household use." 


When some 85 per cent of the auto- 


mobile tires now in use in Canada are 
worn out, there just won't be any 
more, retreaded or otherwise, as mat- 
ters now stand. Every tire available 
will be placed in use fo wa purposes 
first. Only what's left will be subjest 
to civilian rationing. 


But Canadians take all of the ceiling 


restrictions and control and the ration- 
ing quietly as part of their war con- 
tribution. When the rationing of gas- 
oline was started the first of April and 
the first ration books were issued, a 
great rush of gas buying was antici- 
pated during the final hours of un- 
restricted gas supply. 


Quite the contrary happened. 'There 


was no .rush at all. The rationing was 
simply taken in stride.

devastating war. 


Facing the Facts 
In July, 1940, nearly a year after the 


beginning of the war, our entire ex- 
penditures for national defense were 
only 194 million, while in November 
1940, our national defense expendi- 
tures were only 393 million. The one 
billion dollar monthly mark was not 
reached until August, 1941, fourteen 
months after the fall of France. We 
were told yesterday by Sir Gerald 
Campbell, Britain's envoy Plenipoten- 
tiary that England, with its much 
smaller population, is still ahead of 
America in war production. I have 
no desire to thresh over old straw, but 
because we did not prepare sooner, 
now we must prepare the quicker, re- 
gardless of cost and sacrifice. 


Even our humiliating defeat at Pearl 


Harbor and the defeats that followed 
have not changed basically some of 
our policies. We still stick to the 40- 
hour week, in the face of an over- 
whelming public demand for its re- 
peal. Only recently the country was 
shocked to be told by Mr. Donald 
Nelson that we are operating on only 
a 50 per cent war production basis. A~t 
practically the same time reports by 
the British Ministry of Economic War- 
fare stated that German factories hit 
their highest production peak during 
this winter to re-equip divisions to 
launch a gigantic spring offensive . 


For many months strikes impaired 


seriously the defense effort, and even 
now have not been outlawed. A na- 
tional labor policy has not been adapt- 
ed, although a member of the Nation-

It would buy 48,000 medium tanks, or 


25,000 heavy tanks. It would buy 20 
battleships, or 60 of the largest cruis- 
ers, or 200 destroyers, or 400 sub- 
marines. 


Now. let us see what it would do to 


relieve the fantastic congestion and 
confusion in the Federal government. 
The adoption of this recommendation 
would release for war purposes 10,- 
000,000 square feet of floor space. All 
of this is not in Washington, but it 
would do much to relieve the con- 
gestion there. It would release 100,000 
federal employes at Washington and 
elsewhere who could be used in those 
agencies essential to the war effort 
It would release a large number of 
automobiles and conserve tires. It 
would save paper, typewriters, adding 
machines and other things essential.
